Holdredge, Neb., Footpads Take

J. A. Fredericks, a 
merchant, escaped by running. The rob- 
| bers kept Roberts a prisoner, and marched 
‘him along, while they patroled the streets 
looking for victims. 

Len Rundstrom, a business man, and 
Elmer E. Drummond, an Adams Express 
messenger, were fiding by on bicycles, 
when they were ordered to halt and hold 
up their hands. Rundstrom complied 
with the order, but Drummond did not 
stop, and was shot. He fell from his 
wheel, and died in a mioment. While one 
robber stood guard, the other searched 
first Rundstrom and then Drummond’s 
body, and secured $5, a revolver and a 
watch. They then ran off in the dark- 
ness. While they were at work they 
made “hasty jokes at the expense of “he 
man they had murdered.

resting in state since Friday last. The 
black casket with its elaborate silver 
mountings was then removed under the 
superintendence of the priests, who had 
been gathered about the bier from early 
morning 


At exactly 10:30 a.m., the procession be- 
gan lis march toward the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame. A squadron of Republican 
Guards emerged from the grounds of the 
palace and proceeded slowly down the 
Avenue Marigini toward the Avenue Gab- 
riel.and the Champs Elysees, the band of 
the guards playing a funeral march. 

All the troops presented arms and the 
fs uncovered their heads in spite of 
the blazing sun. Following the band of 
the Guard Republicaine came four of the 
principal attendants of the Elysee, with 
tri-colored cockades in their hats. Then 
came two carriages containing the priests 
who were to escort the body to Notre 
Dame. After the clergy came a six-horse 
funeral car, which had been used at the 
funerals of President Thiers and McMa- 
hon. The casket was covered with the 
tri-color of France, and was heavily draped 
with crepe. 

Two infantry captains bearing a large 
velvet cushion, upon which rested Presi- 
dent Carnot’s various orders, marched 
after the funeral car. They were followed 
by the officers composing the civil house- 
hold of the late President. Behind these 
was three sons of the dead man. The 
other members of the family, excepting 
the widow, came next. President Casimir- 
Perier followed them “bareheaded, with the 
cordon of grand master of the Legion of 
Honor across his breast.

THE COST OF RECORD-BRBEAKING: 

A bicyclist has accomplished the extraor- 
dinary feat of riding tom the most north- 
erly point in Scotland to the extreme 
southern point ot Bngland in eighty-six 
hours and fifteen minutes. The most re- 
markable part of the act. is included in 
the fact that he performed his task with- 
out indulging in one moment of sleep. 
He was three days, fourteen hours and fit- 
teen minutes without reclining once or 
resting or ceasing his active movement of 
propulsion, except for the very briefest 
moments. The English Lancet points out 
that the modern rage for record-breaking 
is gratified at the cost of many shortened 
lives. The healthy heart will beat 105,000 
times in twenty-four ho accomplishing 
work equal to lifting 122 tons one foot. 
But it has recently been shown that 
cycling tells severly, and especially upon 
the circulation, and that the number of 
the strokes of the heart is doubled during 
active exercise as that to which the rider 
subjects himself. The lowest estimate,

THE EFFECT OF MUSICAL NOTES ON 
Some singular facts have been developed 
in regard to the influence of musical_notes 
upon explosives.

WASHINGTON, June 25. (Speclal Corre- 
spondence.) Very few persons who are not 
in the department service at Washington, 
or Who have not some active interest in 
the departments, know that there is a 
book collection in this city 5 en 
as a whole is greater than the library 
collections in Boston and Cambridge. The 
‘Harvard library at Cambridge dates from 
1638. The Boston library is much younger, 
but it is ahead of the Cambridge library 
in size. The Philadelphia library, which 
was founded by Franklin in 1729, is not 
half so large as either of these, and. is 
far behind the Washington collection. 

Washington has no public library ex- 
cept the National Library, but 17,000 of 
her people with their families—perhaps 
75,000, people in all—can be supplied with 
reading material from the department libra- 
ries. And it is the collection in the de- 
departments which, taken in the aggregate, 
exceeds the collection in the Astor library, 
New York, or the collection in that an- 
cient library founded by Franklin. Possi- 
bly the department libraries are not 80 
well selected. Perhaps there is an un- 
healthy preponderance of pub. docs.“ on 
the library shelves. But if the lighter 
literature of the day is not given a 
just share of attention, technical subjects 
are covered more thoroughly here than in 
any other city in the United States; so 
the average is well ‘sustained. 

The State Department lib is the old- 
est, the largest and the most important of 
the d nt collections. The collec- 
tion of books for this library was begun 
with the foundation of the State Depart- 
ment in 1789. The most important part of 
this collection, however, has been brought 
together in the past twenty years. There 
are now 55,000 volumes in the library 
proper, and in the corridors are nearly 30- 
000 more. All of these books are indexed 
in a catalogue which is maintained 
kor the use of the librarian, and four times 
a year a list of books, pamphlets and 
maps received at the library by purchase, 
exchange or gift during the preceding

The largest lib in the world is the * 
.Bibliotheque ‘Nationale, formerly the 
Bibliotheque du Rol in Paris. It was 
established by Henry IV. It contains 
nearly. 2,750,000 books and perhaps 200,00 / 
manuscripts. There are several smaller 
librarfes in Paris which contain 250,000 or 
300,000 volumes apiece. 

That extraordinary institution, the Brit- 
ish Museum, was founded on a bequest f 
‘books made in 1753 by Sir Hans Sloane. 
It contains now about 1,500,000 printed vol- 
umes, and its manuscript. catalogue fille ~ 
1600 folio volumes. The book-shelving is 
twenty-five miles long. Many of the Kings 
of England have contributed to the collee- 
tion. George IV contributed at one time 
‘a collection said to. be worth $1,000,000. 
This was in 1823. The Rt. Hon. Thomas 
Grenville bequeathed to the museum in 
1846 his collectioh of books, valued at 

„000. II presented to the mu- 
seum in 1757 the books collected by the 8 
Kings and Queens of England from the 
time ot Henry VII, and with the collection 
went the privilege which the Royal Li- 
brary had had since the days of Queen 
‘Anne of obtaining a copy of each book filed 
for copyright at Stationers’ Hall. 

This copyright privilege is enjoyed by 
five libraries. At one time it was shared ck 
by eleven, and w the privilege was 
taken from six they were compensated by 
annual appropriations ranging from £363 
paid Sion College, London, up to £707 paid 
to Glasgow University.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 1—There seems

As 
soon as the fire was reported at Duns- 
muir this morning the local members of 
the A.R.U. sent a large force of men to 
extinguish the flames. They also placed 
guards at other exposed bridges and 
trestles and cleared the town of a number 
of suspicious characters.

1 When the Oregon train arrived

First thing an the morning the Southern 
California Railway officials made prepara- 
tions to dispatch trains with the mails to 
local points. The first train it was re- 
solved to send out to San Diego at 
10:30 o’clock, and Engineer Jenkins and 
Conductor Heartt were selected to run it. 

Although no trouble was anticipated, it 
was deemed advisable to call upon the 
police. department for an extra number 
of men to patrol the depot and see that 
the company’s property was not interfered 
with, and accordingly a squad of twenty 
policemen was on guty there all day. 
| §hortly before the hour appoirted for 
the departure of the train, the mail car 
was loaded up, and engine No. 644, which 
had been fired up for an emergency of 
this kind, backed down to the train, which 
consisted of a combination mail and ex- 
press car and three day coaches. As 
there were no yardmen to make the neces-. 
sary coupling, Claim Agent Maginnis un- 
dertook this important duty, and a large 
crowd, assembled in the vicinity to see 
him do it. The police, however, kept the 
people back off the platform, so that there 
should be no interference, but there was 
nothing to restrain them from making re- 
marks or commenting u the official's | 
action, he was guyed unmercifully by 
the sympathizers of the strikers. In mak- 
ing the coupling Maginnis unfortunately 
placed his left hand on the bumper of 
the mail car, while leaning over to drop 
the pin into the drawheads, and the con- 
sequence was that when the engine backed 
up bis third and fourth fingers were 
caught betw the gooseneck and 
bumper and ba . As soon as 
possible medical aid was obtained and the 
official’s injuries were dressed, but he 
pluckily remained on duty at the depot in 
spite of the pain attendant upon the mang- 
ling of his fingers.

(New York Herald:) The rabbit foot is 
dethroned. ~ No longer does the festive 
turfite, the nimble-fingered card shark, the 
elusive bunco steerer or the policy-playing 
darky carry the right fore foot of a dun- 
colored rabbit that has been killed in a 
ee by the light of the moon. The 
luck that was supposed to be vested in 
such a charm has had too severe a tussle 
during the past year with cold, 
crisp commercial facts to ever be found 
worthy of faith again. But with the 
death of the old superstition springs up 
another, and the new has a wonderful 
‘merit attached to it, since luck is brought 
not by the sacrifice of life, but through the 
wearing of a bit of silicate, which mythol- 
ogy has endowed with a quaint, curious 
and withal beautiful legend. The new 
mascot is a fairy stone, not a priceless 
jewel, nor does it sparkle in the sun- 
light, neither has it any value when pre- 
sented as collateral to your mother’s or 
father’s brother. It is simply a “small: 
piece of silicate crystallized in a curious 
form and showing an intrinsic value of 
anywhere from $1 down to 1 cent. 

Way down in Virginia, in Patrick 
county, there is a small knoll where the 
stones are found. 

It is one of the foothills that abound in 
that dreadfully rocky place, the toughest 
county for agriculturists in the Old Domin- 
ion, that these little stones are found, 
and, although, if the legends tell aright, 
they have been there for years, their 
discovery and mascot properties are of a 
recent day. 

Every one of these stones is crystallized 
in the shape of a perfect cross. It may 
be the upright cross of Cavalry, it may be 
St. Andrew’s cross, or the familiar Mal- 
tese cross, but a sure-enough cross it is. 

Sometimes just a single cross is found; 
then a specimen will be picked up that 
has two distinct crosses intertwined, both 
perfect in detail and easily traced by the 
lines nature has placed. 

To Col. Propper of Vinton, Va., belongs 
the honor of spreading abroad the mystic 
properties of these strange little crosses 
of unknown geological formation. | 

Col. Propper is a mining expert, and 
ardent geologist, and while on a business 
errand in Patrick county met a lady— 
history saith not her name (otherwise it 
would be here chronicled)—who wore on 
her watch chain a curious bit of dark 
brown slate, seemingly rough hewn in the 
shape of a cross, | 

The tale of the fairy stone was told, 
and the good luck its possessor was in- 
variably benefited by was felated, and 
Col. Propper set out to gather a supply 
for himself, as well as for those friends 
of his who had long been traveling in 
that tortuous path commonly designated 
as the “hard luck road.“ 

The craze spread throughout Virginia, 
and finally. reached the capital of the na- 
tion. 

President Cleveland now carries one in 
his trousers pocket, and the Representa- 
tives in the House are scurrying around 
to gather in a fairy stone apiece. 

It is even hinted that in the mad scram- 
ble for the lucky amulets Senatorial dig- 
nity has been laid aside, and these mighty 
men beg the right to purchase a personal 
mascot. 
„Gov. Charles T. O' Ferrall of Virginia 
is never without his fairy stone, and sets 
great store in its reputed luckiness. 

It is a strange fact about the supersti- 
tion of these stohes that if touched by 
any one save the owner the luck de- 
parts, and the stone is bereft of its lucky 
powers. 

The first person to bring the new luck 
producers to New York was Waller Pres- 
ton Huff of Roanoke, Va., who is on a 
business errand to the North. 7 ee 
These stones have puzzled such well- 
known geologists as . McCreath, 
Gauth, Dana and J. W. Mallet of the 
University of Virginia. 99 5 

They are unable to account for the 
erystallization of silicate in such t

Immanuel Congregation’s 
_ Red Letter Day. 


Over Six Thousand Dollars Raised 
in Half an Hour, 


Covering the Entire ‘Indebtedness 
of the Church. 


An Interesting Sermon at the Church of the 

Unity by Rev. Mr. Thomson — Services 
at the Engtish Lutheran and 
Other Charches. 


manuel Church, and great was the relief of 
the congregation when Dr. Chichester an- 
nounced at the morning service that he 
had declined the call from Kansas City, 
and had decided to remain in Los Angeles.

“Righteousness, the Nation’s Bulwark; 
the Cause of Present Calamity,“ was the 
subject of Rev. M. H. Stine’s discourse at 
the English Lutheran Church yesterday. 
The speaker, after calling attention to a 
circular urging the pastors of the cify to 
preach a sermon upon The American 
Flag and Americanism,“ took as his text 
Proverbs xvi, 34. ‘Righteousness exalteth 
2 nation; but sin is the curse of any peo- 
?p e. : * 

He said the representative citizens were 
right in believing that the Fourth of 
July should be observed patriotically 
rather than enthusiastically. The patri- 
otism which expends itself in flreworks 
and cheers and monster parades never 
1 a true observance of the “glorious 
Fourth.” 

The text teaches the chief requisite of 
our nation’s progress. We are jistly 
proud of our principles of self-government. 
The representative principle, the trial by 
jury, the liberty of the press, freedom in 
worship, taxation and appropriation by 
the peoples’ representagjves, the habeas 
corpus principle, and all ¥lse which makes 
our nation famous the world over, de- 
pend upon righteousness to make them 
efficient. Without moral power back of 
them, they are like a human body when 
its life is gone. Righteousness is as nec- 
essary to a nation’s prosperity now as it 
was when ‘Solomon sat on Israel’s throne. 
Blatant infidelity would have us believe 
that we have outgrown all the institu- 
tions which maintain the practice of 
righteousness. The student of history, 
however, knows the sad story of the na- 
tions which banished by law or by neg- 
lect the institutions which preserve the 
principles of righteousness.

L. P. Sheldon, the jumper, is a verita- 
ble young giant standing 6 feet 4 inches 
in height. He has done five feet ten inches 
in the high jump and twenty-two feet nine 
inches in the broad. He injured his ankle 
on a hurdle, and was quite lame during 
the latter part of this season, but his 
pluck in limping out and defeating Bloss 
of Harvard in the Yale-Harvard match 
with a broad jump of twenty-one feet and 
nine and a half inches has become a. part 
of Yale’s athletic history. 

G. F. Sanford, when quckbared with ‘the 
usual sprinter, can-- be properly called 
huge. Six feet two inches tall and weigh- 
ing 195 pounds, he has a 100-yard record 
of 10 1-5 sec. and has run the quarter: 
mile in 50 3-5 sec. It is to be hoped that 
the July training will bring down his 
weight, and thus increase his speed, Even 
the stolid Englishmen cannot fail to be 
imp ed by the physical proportions of 
these four men, and they may even be- 
come convinced that Americans.are not 
so puny as they had thought.

Rumors have been ripe from time to 
time that Sherman was dy no means 
| blameless in the general mess that the 
| directors found themselves in. If the al- 
legations contained in the answer to this 
suit be true, however, it would seem as 
though Shérman was the victim of a deep- 
laid scheme to enrich the McDonalds at 
his expense. 

Sherman explains the promissory note 
transaction in this way: He says that 
previous to its execution Frank V. Me- 
Donald and he were interested in -various 
business speculations, and that he person- 
ally was ready enough to do anything in 


ance of their mutual schemes. In this 
way he proposes to show that no consid- 
eration was given for the $19,000 note. 

He states that Frank McDonald came to 
him with a proposition that he should be- 
come a stockholder in the People’s Bank. 
This, Sherman declares that he subse- 
quently discovered, was done to induce 
public to believe that there was a rapi 
sale for the stock. McDonald offered 
Sherman $60,000 worth of the stock on con- 
sideration that Sherman should give him 
his note for $19,000, the amount paid up 
on the value of the stock. 

Sherman states that he consented to 
do as McDonald suggested, and he gave 
his note for the money required, but not 


It is alleged that as soon as 
Frank McDonald got hold of Sherman’s 
note he indorsed it, Without récourse, 
Frank V. MeDonald, ” and then assigned 
and transferred it to the Pacific Bank. 

McDonald was at ‘hat time active mana- 
ger of the People’s Bank, and he re- 
ceived Sherman’s note into the 
fully aware of what he was doing. 

In May, 1890, says Sherman, Frank Me- 
Donald transferred the note back to the 
People's Home Bank. He was one of the 
management of both banks, and he caused 
the People's Bank to put the note on its 
loan account list and to actually pay the

LOS ANGELES, July 1.—(To the Edi- 
tor The .Times:) There are few people 
in this.city who realize the dire distress 
at their very doors. Having been in ac- 
tive charity work in this city for twenty 
years, I speak k ingly and feelingly 
in this matter, and can say that in all 
that time there has never been in any 
degree so much real genuine distress as 
during the past two months, with not the 
slightest indication of improvement. 
Leaving the matter of the strike and the 
strikers out of the question, for as yet 
they cut no figure in the relief work of | 
the city. Still, there is a large army of 
unemployed, who are actually dependent 
upon the charity of their more fortufiate 
neighbors for the staff of life. The z00) 
people of this city are certainly asleep,to 
the fact of what is going on in their 
very midst; of the families who are being 
helped and who must be helped until this 
crisis is passed and work provided. The 
mien being fed daily by the Associated 
Charities average probably more than 
one hundred, which at the rate of two 
S-cent meal tickets daily would make an 
enpenditure of at least $10 per day, which 
falls far short of what this relief work 
amounts to. To some it might seem that 
a 5-cent meal was a small allowance for 
a bungry man, but the society aims to 
cover as much ground as possible w ith 
a very limited amount of funds, and to 
allow no one to suffer for the actual ne- 
cessities of life. Some may question the 
wisdom of feeding all these men, little 
realizing that the majority are above 
the average, being simply unfortunate 
and that it would probably ‘cost “more 
to assist one vagrant than it does to feed 
100 men for a day, let alone the saving 
of self-respect and all that goes with it;
